NVN 


1. What is the overall strategy for the air effort against 
NVN? What key objective are you trying to achieve? What 
are their vulnerabilities and pressure points? How well are 
you doing in achieving these objectives? 

2. Intelligence reports indicate the North is getting two-th* 
its pre-mining campaign inports now via China (e.g.- about 4500 
short tons per day compared to 6500 last year) : Do you agree? 
Why can t we do better? How about the POL pipelines? How much 
pain and disruption are we causing? Does the significantly 
limit their military activities in the South? 



3.. The bulk of our strikes are against the Panhandle. Does 
this make sense if we are trying to prevent supplies from 
reaching Hanoi from China? 


4. Reports indicate a steady drop in "strike" missions and 
an increase in armed recce. Why-a shortage of good targets? 

5. What will be the impact of the monsoon season on the air 
campaign? . Will most strikes shift to Laos? Will you be able 
to maintain a punishing effort against the North? 

6. How effective are B-52s in the North? Against what targets? 
Can we use them more heavily during the monsoons? 

7. How well do present command relationshps work? Alternatives? 
Laos and Cambodia 

1. Sorties in S. Laos are down sharply this year. What is the 
impact? Have the NVA been able to move substantial supplies South 

2. What is the nature of your S. Laos campaign for the coming 
dry season? About how many sorties? What will the residual 
sortie effort against NVN be? How will you use the gunships? 

3. Has our sensor capability in S. Laos wasted away? Will it 
be restored before the dry season? 

4. The RLAF air effort this year has only been about half last 

' ^h> ? Reduced combat? Funding problems? 
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5. Sorties in Cambodia have been low this year. Why? No targets- 
highter priorities? Are you helping the Camobidian Air Force 
in any way? 


VNAF 

1. The NVAF continues to fly the bulk of the strikes in the 
South-especially in the northern two MRs . As they activate added 
squadrons will they pick up a greater share? 

2. What type of aircraft does the VNAF need to replace the A-ls? 
Will A-37s do or are they too small and vulnerable? How about 
A-4s? 


3. What can we do to beef up the VNAF air defense capability? 

What type aircraft-more F-5s, F-4s or wait for F-5Es? How 
about better air defence capability for ARVN forces, airbases, 
etc in MR-1? Better and more guns - Redeye? How good is the 
VNAF radar warning and GCI system? How vulnerable-is the Monkey 
Mt. site critical? 

4. What about the VNAF airlift? Helicopters? Can they effectively 
take over the Market Time mission? 

5. How long will it take us to Vietnamse the air effort? What 

can we do ? More pilots + maintenance training started? 

What about the interdiction mission in Laos + NVN - does the 
VNAF need some capability? 
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
